Political Mistake. 
*. JWasHinGron, February 12.—[Special.}]--Mr. 
-; C.eveland’s gold bug letter created a big sen- 
gation here today. 
_ His vigorous attack upon free coinage, and 
his adverse criticism upon those democrats who 
favor it, and have been pushing it, caused a 
storm of indignation to arise upon the demo- 
cratic sides of both houses of congress. 

Nothing else was talked of, and Mr. Cleve- 
land came in for more than one man’s share of 
rriticism. The democrats believe the letter 

‘as written at the request of the Wall street 
gold bugs, for the purpose of strengthening the 
backbones of the anti-silver democrats in the 
house, in order that free coinage might be de- 
feated. 

On the other hand the single standard repub- 
licans—the administrationists—are jubilant 

' over the letters. They were praising Cleveland 
in the highest terms today, because he brought 
up an issue upon which they believe the demo- 
cratic party will split all to pieces. 

And now they are willing for a silver bill to 
be reported. They will prevent it jbeing 
adopted into a law, but are determined to 
make the issue prominent, in order to create 
discord in the democratic ranks. 

Mr. Cleveland has killed himself politi- 
eally is the verdict of nine-tenths of the demo- 
crats. I talked with many of the leading dem- 
ocrats of the house today on the subject. 

Prominent Democrats Talk. 

Here is what many of them had to say: 

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, the leading advocate 
of the free coinage in America, said every one 
mustsee that Mr. Cleveland has made a mis- 
take. ‘‘This is the first time that we have heard 
from this patriotic reform club.

MR. HOOOKER’S EMPHATIC WORDS. 

In speaking to verbal amendment, Mr. Hooker, 
of Mississippi, referred to the printing of Mr. 
Cleveland’s letter in The Record,and said that,for 
one,and speaking only for himself, he was not 
disposed to permit that letter to become partof 
the congressional record of the country, without 
saying something in regard to it, so that he might 
express the sentiment of the people he in part 
represented. He had Me oo deference for the 
views of the distinguished statesman; he had 
very great deferencefor the distinguished men 
who, in the other branch of the legislature, 
had declared that the judgment of American

able terms that they were in favor of the re- 
issuance of silver dollars, the dollars of our 
fathers, the first unit of value onthis continent. 
it could not be said that those who were in favor 
ofthe free coinage of silver and bimetallic cur- 
rency were in favor of displacing anything that 
had a superior value to silver, because silver con- 
stituted the original unit of value. 

The people darisen in denunciation of the 
outrage = trated in congress when silver was 
demone by a fraud upon the government, 60 
flagrant that the president did not know it, and 
congress did not know it. He wished to say, while 
he would. not call in question the fon of men 
who differed with m, that was no

WATTERSON DID WRITE IT, 


And He Says He Was Not Impudent in 


Doing So. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., February 12.—On returning to 
this city this afternoon, Mr. Watterson, in ré- 
sponse to the request of the Associated Press, and 
in response to some hundreds of telegrams which 
have come to Louisville in the last twenty-four 
hours, gave the following statement for pub- 
lication : 

LOUVISVILLE,Ky.,February 12.—‘‘I wrote the let- 
ter to Governor Hill, and I was impelled to do so 
by motives of the sincerest and most disinter- 
ested. 

“There appeared in many of the great news- 
papers last Sunday, a sensational account of how 
a caucus of United States senators had resolved 
upon retiring Governor Hill from the presidential 
arena, of how I bad been selected as the instru- 
ment of these senators, and of how I had dis- 
patched him a letter potent enough to alter his 
plans. 

WHY THF LETTER WAS PUBLISHED. 

“Whence this fantastic story originated, I can- 
not divine, but it wasso absurd, and did such 
injustice to both Governor Hill and myself, that I 
thought, as I still think, that there could be no 
objection on the part of anybody to the publica- 
tion of the truth, which flatly contradicted it. I 
was induced to this by the circumstance that 
Governor Hill seemed to have adopted a course 
suggested by considerations alike honor- 
able to his character and creditable 
to his judgment; more s0, indeed, since the 
letter in question furnished him and his friends 
impartial testimony to answer and refute a most 
odious and widely circulated calumny. 

“I confess that [ am surprised that the governor 
should make such haste to disavow and disown a 
course which, however, prompted, gratified 
eve democrat in the nited States 
outside of the state of New York, removing him 
at once from the field of mere political scheming 
and self-seeking, and placing him inthe front 
rank of statesmen, having the good of their coun- 
try and party at heart. i 

DOES NOT CONSIDER IT IMPUDENCE. 

“Tam equally distressed by the representation 
that Governor Hill should regard my plain but 
friendly words as impertinent and insulting. I 
did not so intend them. 

“I cannot help thinking that the same words 
might be, with propriety, addressed to him or to 
any democratic aspirant by the humblest demo- 
crat in the land; and I still hope that, annoyed ef 
the publication which annoyed me as well, 
he has proceeded upon a misapprehension

To use his own happy expression, “I am 
a democrat,’ who has passed a lifetime in the ser- 
vice of principles and policies from which I have 
never sought the slightest pereonal recognition or 
reward. r am Only humiliated by the refiection 
that this service was not sufficient, in the estima- 
tion of Governor Hill, to protect me against his 
displeasure, and that in the harsh construction 
which he puts upon the genuine, and not forged 
letter, he visits me with what I must regard as 
unmerited suspicions.

THE SPEAKERSHIP RACE PASSED IN 
REVIEW. 


PECULIARITIES OF THE CANDIDATES 


And the Fitness of Each to Hold the Great 
Office—The Gentlemen Named Under 
Fire, and Haw They Stood It. 


WASHINGTON, February 13.—[Special.)—I 
had a conversation this evening with a gentle- 
man who has been an observer of events here 
for some years, and whose position and ac- 
quaintance with public men of both parties 
afford him good opportunities for studying the 
drift of affairs and the necessities that arise in 
legislative quarters. 

We were discussing the speakership contest, 
and he said some things concerning the candi- 
dacy of Judge Crisp that are worthy of record- 
ing. 

‘The democratic party,’ he said, “ has so 
much at stake that even with the current 
setting so strongly toward it,asis now the case, 
it cannot afford to blunder in the choice of so 
important an officer as the speaker of the next 
house. Fortunately for the party, the field of 
selection is a good one. Messrs. Mills, Wilson, 
Bynum, Springer and Crisp are all good men, 
pure of character, stout of heart, clear in their 
ideas of democracy, and parliamentarians of 
excellent equipment. ‘whey all deserve well’ 
of the party, and would carry them- 
selves well in any station. % 
think it capable of demonstration, 
however, that of the five, Mr. Crisp possesses in 
a fuller and better rounded'degree than ordi- 
nary the qualities demanded for the occasion. 
I am setting up no opinion based merely upon 
partiality growing out of personal acquaint- 
ance, but I appeal to the record, which will 
bear me out in the statement that during all 
of the turbulent times in the house last session 
Mr. Crisp more nearly met thejemergency than 
any other democrat on the floor. 

“Those were trying times for the minority, 
and well calculated to bring out the best that 
was in men. The speaker's course Was 
unprecedented, and added to that was 4 mam- 
ner studiedly rasping and exasperating. You 
remember that, in turn, nearly everybody on 
the democratic side of the chamber tackled the 
speaker. Mr. Mills did, and lost his temper, 
Mr. Bynum did, and lost his temper, and was 
censured by the majority acting under the nose 
of the very man who had provoked the on- 
slaught. Mr. Springer came often tothe rem 
cue, and the angry and excited colloquies be- 
tween him and the speaker were for a time 
daily features of the proceedings. Mr. Wil 
son, I believe, was one of the few men 
who made merely a general protest in a 
set speech against the usurpations of the chair. 
It was a capital speech, however. But the 
point of importance in Mr. Crisp’s case is, 
that while he participated in the debates as 
liberally as any democrat on the floor, he 
carried himself throughout with the most 
perfect poise, and really gave the speaker the 


very best tussel of any of them. I observed him™ 


time and again, and always with admiration, 


It was, of course, never possible for him te 


win, because the speaker was driving through’ 
asetof rules and legislation, under those rul@ 


regardless of precedents and overpning ie. 


But there was triever a time when 


failed to state his case with force and the most ) 


perfect composure. He never lost his temper. 
The speaker’s most biting sarcasms failed of 
effecton him. He saw the speaker’s game, 
and successfully eluded him. I am sure in- 
deed that, in time, Mr. Crisp’s complete mas- 
tery of himeelf and the the situation elicited 
the admiration of even the speaker himself. 
Mr. Reed saw that there was one man among 
the minority who, though withas much ‘sand’ 
as any of his fellows, and with as keen resent- 
ments of the course ofthe chair, could yet 
never be put at a disadvantage. It was never 
possible to becloud his judgment or to rufile 
his excellent temper. The Georgian was 
always ready for the speaker with a polite but 
firm reply. 

‘*Now, it was no easy matter for a man to 
meet so great and unusual an emergency as 
Mr. Crisp did, The feat argues the possession 
of some of the strongest and most desirable 
qualities that a public man can command. 
Sand, good judgment and good temper are in- 
valuable, and when found associated 
in one man entitle him, and usually 
insure him, distinction in any walk of life. Mr. 
Crisp possesses those three qualities in an emi- 
nent degree. 

“And there is another point of note in his 
case. He has not only shown himself to be a 
match for the speaker in parliamentary debate, 
but as speaker himself of the next house he 
would find room for the exercise of the infor- 
mation he has derived from a close study of 
Mr. Reed’s methods as a party leader. It must 
be remembered that Mr. Reed will lead the 
minority in the next house, and will do it, of 
course, With energy and audacity. He will 
exert himself to embarrass the speaker in 
every way, and it is unnecessary to say that he 
is a man of liberal resources. Asa fighter he 
is.one of the best; and who is fit, therefore, to 
be putin command on the other side as the 
very man who has in this house shown the 
best understanding of his methods and the 
best proof against his assaults. With Mr. 
Crisp in the chair there would be no fear that 
Mr. Reed, either by the‘ adroitness of 
his manéuvers, or with the sharp point 
of his merciless tongue, could score to 
any damaging extent, either against the 
speaker, personally, or against the majority’s 
interests. Mr. Crisp would meet him there 
as easily ashe has done under the different 
circumstances now existing, and with that 
same evenness of temper that marked the best 
days of the trying debates of last session.’’ 

‘Do you think it likely that Mr. Crisp will 
be chosen speaker of the next house ?’’ 

**Yes, for the very reason that he is so con- 
spicuously the man for the emergency, and 
the importance of a wise choice is so para- 
mount, All things considered, it would be 
a mistake for the party not to improve the oc- 
casion to the utmost extent possible. Material 
for the making of a good presiding officer is 
abundant in the ranks of the democratic mem- 
bership of the next house, but more than a 
good presiding officer is demanded. The next 
speaker should be the very opposite of the 
present one in all that goes to attract attention 
to that office. Where Mr. Reed has been 
usurpatory and intolerant, the new man should 
be law-abiding and forbearing, and where Mr. 
Reed has pushed measures by new and 
arbitrary methods, the new man shouk 
cause a return to the old methods of consid 


ation and debate. he 
‘Tt seems to me that when the tiie

SHERMAN STILL LYING IN A COM- 
ATOSE STATE. 


THERE IS NO CHANGE FOR THE WORSE 


The Precautions Taken Against Disturbing 
the Sick Man—His Relatives Watch- 
ing at the Bedside. 


Naw York, February 12.—The lights and 
flittering shadows in the death chamber of the 
old warrior, who is slowly passing away, were 
carefully watched during the night by a score 
of newspaper men, and every bulletin issued 
by Drs. Alexander and Janeway was quickly 
wired all over the continent. During the 
night Rev. Father Taylor, of the Church of 
the Blessed Sacrament, was called to the bed- 
sideof the dying general, and he remained 
there until about 3 o’clock. 

A DISPATCH TO THE PRESIDENT. 

At 1:30 o’clock a messenger rushed out of 
the house to the telegraph. office with 4 dis- 
patch addressed to President Harrison, in- . 
forming him that death was momentarily ex- 
pected. 

From then on the house remained in com- 
parative darkness, and at 7 o’clock not a soul 
had either enterad or left. A solitary police- 
man silently paced in front of the residence, 
occasionally answering the queries of passers- 
by with the stereotyped answer, “Sinking 
rapidly.” 

When the early morning wagons came rat- 
tling down the street, a wave of the hand from 
the officer on duty caused them to slacken 
their pace, and they crept by in silence, avoid- 
ing that noise of wheels on, the pavement so 
disagreeable to sick persons. 

‘ MESSAGES OF SYMPATHY. 

During the night messages of sympathy were 
received from the president, members of the 
cabinet and many of the general’s old friends 
in the army. : 

NO CHANGE FOR THE’ WORSE.

WILL BE SETTLED TODAY. 


The Farmers Determined that the Deadlock 
Shall Be Broken. 

Sprincriztp, Ill., February 12.—The 
Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial Association mem- 
bers of the legislature this morning agreed 
with the republicans to take two or three 
ballots today, and then adjourn until tomorrow, 
in order to give the steering committee time to 
get the recalcitrant republicans in line for 
Moore, the Farmer's Mutual Beneficial 
Association man, if that is possible.

THE REDISTRICTING OF ALABAMA. 


The Fourth District Is Now Made Safely 
Democratic. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., February 12.—[{Special.]— 
The senate today passed the house bill redistrict- 
ing the state into nine congressional districts, 
the number to which Alabama is entitled under 
the new apportionment based on the last census. 
The legislature has divided up the black districts 
by attaching the black counties to white counties, 
so that a solid democrat delegation is assured 
The fourth district, known as the black fourth, 
which has forthe past eighteen years been a bone 
of contention, and always doubtful, is now safely 
in the democraticcolumn. The last congress un- 
seated Turpin, the democrat member from that 
district, and his seat in the next congress is now 
being contested by McDuflie, republican, who 
was snccessfui in the last contest. 

The only democrat who ever successfully de- 
fied the efforts of his republican opponent to un- 
seat him was General Charles M. Shelley, who 
served in congress four successive terms from 
that district, and who stepped down and out to 
accept the | accor wes of fourth auditor of the treas- 
ury under President Cleveland.

The Alabama Legislators Not Yet Ready 
for Prohibition, 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., February 12.—[{Special.}— 
During the term of the legislature now drawing toa 
close, the question of the liquor traffic has been 
stubbornly contested. The prohibition element 
framed a bill which absolutely prohibited the sale 
of liquor outside the incorporated cities and towns. 
and in such cities and towns it was required that 
the applicant for license to sell liquor should have 
the signatures of a majority of the freeholders of 
the ward or beat in which he proposed to carry on 
the business. This bill was passed by the senate 
some days since, but when it came up in the house 
today it was tabled, after a spirited discussion by 
a vote of 43 to 39.

THE WHISKY CONSPIRACY. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Is Much Worried. 

WASHINGTON, February 12.—Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Mason is evidently much wor- 
ried over the alleged Chicago whisky conspiracy, 
and denied himself to callers today on the plea 
that he was not feeling well. He left instructions 
with his private secretary, however, to tell all 
newspaper men, who might call, that he had noth: 
ing to say about the alleged conspiracy except

in the morning papers was substantially true, ac- 
cording to the information received by him. The 
private secretary added that the case had been 
managed entirely by the commissioner, and that 
Solicitor Hart had gone to Chicago as his legal 
r presentative. 

WHAT GIBSON SAYS. 

CHICAGO, February 12.—Charles J. Gibson, sec- 
retary of the whisky trust who was arrested 
here yesterday, left for Cleveland last night. In 
an interview before leaving, he said regarding 
the charges against him: 

“This is a damnable plot to ruin me, but it will 
fail. I have been instructed by my attorneys to 
say nothing, but I will say this: Iam innocent of 
any crime. 

a, ut about the solution in the bottles—what is 
at?’ 

“That is only a medicinal wash. When it is 
tested, the secret service officers will find how 
ridiculous they have made themselves.” 

‘““What was the nature of your relations with 
Dewar?” 

“I decline to answer. Do you fora moment sup- 
pose that I would further any such scheme of 
wholesale destruction of life as is talked of? I 
am a man, and have a man’s heart. Such talk is 
nonsense.”’ 

THE SON INTERVIEWED. 

Gibson’s son was interviewed also. The son sald 
that his father had done no intentional wrong. 
“The flask that was found in his valise,” he con- 
tinued, “contained nothing but Schiedam 
Schnapps,and there was no dynamite nor nitro- 
glycerine init. Father is the central victim of a 
conspiracy that has for its draughtsman a dis- 
charged employe of the syndicate—a man who 
has recently been employed by the government to 
spy and lie.” 

THE INFERNAL MACHINE. 

One of the government officers who has been 
working on the case said: 

“I would not do what Dewar has been doing for 
the last two weeks forthe $25,000 promised him 
Dewar has carried with him that infernal machine 
since it was given him. 

“It consists of atin box abont the size of an 
oyster can, open on one end. In this is a section of 
a gun barrel, in one end of which is fitteda turned 
steel conical bullet, which protrudes from the 
open end of the can. Behind the bullet 
is a heavy charge of gunpowder. A smaller 
tube runs into the open end of the gun barrel. 
Dewar was to pour some of the inflammable liquid 
into the tube and then place the box on the floor, 
under a large vat of high winesin the distillery, 
with the bullet directed upward. On exposure to 
the air, the chemical would ignite and soon cause 
the powder to explode, and the steel bullet would 
be driven through the bottom of the vat., The 
spirits would pour down on the flame beneath 
and in a moment the whole would be in flames,”’ 

It was about the 10th of January when Gibson 
delivered the explosive to Dewar, and Gibson has 
daily been expecting news of the carrying out of 
the plot. 

Since the 10th Gibson has written several letters 
to Dewar and sent him several telegrams. All 
these are in the session of the authorities. Of 
these Solicitor Hart says: 

“I frequently admonished Dewar that he was 
not using the dispatch he ought in the matter.”’ 

HOW GIBSON WAS CAUGHT.

W. R. Leken, a prominent lawyer of this 
city, was intimately acquainted with Cook at 
Trinity college, Hartford, both being in the 
class of 81. Cook is about two-thirds Sioux, 
says Mr. Leaken, and a bright man. He 
stood well in his class and, despite the disad- 
vantages under which he labored, was quite 
popular. He was the fastest runnerin col- 
lege, and good at other athletic sports. He is 
aman of undoubted veracity, and while at 
college was noted for his fidelity to his 
friends. 

MARRIED A WHITE GIRL. 

After leaving Trinity he married a western 
white girl, and became a worker among his 
tribe. Mr. Leaken says that his four years’ 
relationship with the Indians leads him to be- 
lieve that his testimony is entirely true. 


PRESENTED TO THE PRESIDENT. 


The Indians Meet the “Great Father” and 
Listen to a Short Speech. 

WASHINGTON, February 12.—The Indian chiefs 
now in the city called at the white house in a 
body at 1 o’clock this afternoon and paid their 
respects to the president. They were accom- 
panied by the commissioner of Indian affairs and 
several interpreters. The reception took place in 
the east room at the close of the regular weckly 
reception to the public. They ranged them- 
selves in a circle and listened attentively to a 
short address by the president, in the course of 
which he pointed out the folly of their going to 
war with the whites, and made it very plain that 
if they made any more trouble they would be 
punished. 

The Indians were then individually presented 
to the president by Rev. Mr. Cook, a half-breed 
Episcopal minister. Each shook hands with the 
president and bowed when presented, but made 
no attempt at conversation.

‘‘Would Pennsylvania be for him for the 
nomination ?’’ 

‘That would depend on whether Blaine 
wanted the nomination. If he did he would 
have Pennsylvania at his back. Do vou think 
Mr. Blaine wants the nomination?” fired back 
the senator.

‘‘I see no reason why he should not wish to 
be president as inuch as he ever did.

Important changes may take place before the 
nomination is made, but Jerry Rusk is likely 
to be the choice in his own state, at least.” 
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Atalanta, Jay Gould’s private car, arrived here 
at 10 o’clock tonight, attached to the regular 
train from Jacksonville, which left that city at 1 
o’clock, but was two hours’ behind time, when 


it reached Savannab. 

In the Atlanta were Jay Gould, Miss Gould, Miss 
McCall, Mr. Dillon and Dr. Munn. Both Mr. Gould 
and his physician had retired, and were reported 
asleep. There was an evident disinclination either 
to admit any one to the car or to furnish any in- 
formation concerning the condition of Mr. Gould, 
which telegrams received here from  S&t. 
Augustine had made out to be quite serious. Mr. 
Dillon seemed to be the only occupant of the car 
who was awake. Afterafew minutes parleying, 
by means of the porter, he appeared and stated 
that Mr. Gould was alright. 

“What is the meaning of these telegrams?” was 
inquired. 

“Oh,” he replied, “they are merely intended to 
influence the stock market.” 

Then he hastely added: “To be sure, Mr. Gould 
is slightly indisposed, but it does not amount to 
much.” 

After some discussion, he seemed to conclude 
that it would be best to drop evasion, and meet 
the current rumors, with a proper statement. 

“Mr. Gould,” he said, “was advised this 
morntng by his physician to turn back and re- 
turn to New York, As you know he was indisposed 
when he arrived in Savannah on last Sunday 
night. He had been traveling steadily, and he was 
beginning to feel effects of it. Then 
he contracted a cold at St. Augustine, and as a 
matter of precaution, and merely that, mind you, 
the doctor told him to curtail the trip and start 
homeward. Mr. Gould did not intend to stay in 
Florida only a few days longer anyhow. We will 
make nostops, it being deemed best to reach home 
as soon as possible, and give Mr. Gould the bene- 
fit of a rest.” 

“No, there is nothing Ofthe grip or of pneu- 
monia about it. We believe that a few days’ rest 
will make him all right again. He is just worn 
out and suffering from a cold.” 

Advices from St. Augustine imply that Mr. 
Dillon put a better face on the matter than is 
really the case. When Mr. Gould reached here 
there was no doubt but that he was feeling badly, 
and that a littleexposure might precipitate a 
serious illness. The evident disinclination of Mr. 
Dillon to give even meager information tends to 
strengthen the belief that Mr. Gould 1s a very sick 
man.

THE COPYRIGHT BILL. 


It Is Temporarily Laid Aside on Account of 
Senator Sherman's Absence. 

WASHINGTON, February 12.—A. resolution was 
reported from the committeo on privileges and 
elections, and agreed to, to pay to ex-Senator 
Rice, of Arkansas, the amount due to him as sen- 
ator from March 4, 1867, until he was paid. 

At 12 o’clock the senate resumed consideration 
of the copyright bill, thé pending question being 
the amendment offered by Mr. Sherman to strike 
out the word ‘prohibited’ and insert the words 
“subject to duties provided by law,’ so that 
foreign copies of books patented in the United 
States shall not be prohibited, but shall be subject 
to tariff duties. 

Discussion had proceeded but a few minutes 
when the bill was laid aside temporarily because 
of the absence of Senator Sherman, who had 
given notice of an intention to offer amendments 
to the pending clause. 

Mr. Sherman isin New York at the bedside of 
his brother, the general. 

A few bills of minor consequence were taken 
from the calendar and passed, and the senate took 
up the District of Columbia appropriation bil. 
Consideration ran sthoothly, there being no con- 
troversy over any of the numerous committee 
amendments to the bill as it came from the house, 
which relates to the details of the administration 
of the district government. The committee 
recommend a new section, crediting to the city the 
charge heretofore made against the current revy- 
enue for its share of expenses for water supply. 
and requiring it to be paid in twenty-five annual 
installments; also repealing the requirement that 
the district shall pay half the expenses of the na- 
tional zoological park. Also another new section 
appropriating $2,750,000 to redeem the bonds of 
the District of Columbia, falling due July 1, 
1891, to be repaid with 3 per cent inter: st out of 
the sinking fund of the district. Both agreed to. 

MARY ANN DOUGHERTY AGAIN. 

The bill granting a pension to Mary Ann 
Dougherty having been reached, Mr. Cockrell 
objected to it and Mr. Blair moved that it be con- 
sidered, notwithsianding the objection. 

Thereupon Mr. Cockrel] declared that the bill 
would not be passed, as there never was such an 
infamous fraud, adding that the woman was a 
drunken debauch. (Mr. Cleveland vetoed a bill 
for her benefit and ber case was almost made a 
political issue.) 

Mr. Blair contented himself with scowling at the 
Missouri senator and withdrawing his motion. 

After a short executive session the senate, at 6 
o’clock p. m., adjourned. 


BUTLER AS AN OUTLAW. 


Lowell Lawyer-Soldier Discusses an 
Incident of the War. 


Boston, Mass., February 12.—When Gen- 
eral B. F. Butler’s attention was called today 
to the pubiished statement that a forthcoming 
volume of the memoirs of Jefferson Davis 
would contain a document proclaiming Gen- 
eral Butler to be an outlaw, etc., he said: 
“The proclamation fell a dead letter. Not 
only was I made an outlaw by it, but my 
officers were included in its terms.’’ 

The general refreshed his memory by read- 
ing the proclamation asit appears in Parton’s 
book and said: “I never blamed Davis for 
that proclamation. .It wasa piece of the su- 
preme folly of his secretary, Judah P. Benja- 
min. had persuaded Benjamin’s boy to 
take the oath of allegiance in New Orleans.” 

The general was asked if it was true, as re- 
cently published, that he came disagreeably 
pear being captured on the north side of the 
James river while out reconnoitring with one 
or two staff efficers and that he was rescued 
by his two orderlies of the Third New York 
Cavalry. The general smiled ashe recalled 
the incident and said: ‘Yes; that is sub- 
stantially true as related. I doubt, however, 
if there was any danger of our being captured. 
There were only three armed pickets that we 
encountered. Such incidents were not in- 
frequent with officers during the war. 


Wreck on the Northeastern. 
ATHENS, Ga., February 12.—(Special.}—There 
was a wreck on the Northeastern road this morn- 
ing, about ten miles from Athens. A freight 
train was derailed, and several cars smashed to 
pieces. A brakesman, a negro named Howard, is 
reported dangerously injured.

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AN ALABAMA COUNTERFEITER RUN 
DOWN IN DEKALB. 


Watched From Ambush by the Sheriff— 
Closing in Upon the House—A Des- 
perate Fight—The Surrender. 


Marietta, Ga., February 12.—{Special.]— 
William Dickerson was arrested last night 
near Doraville, DeKalb county, by Sheriff 
McLain, his deputy, Moon, City Marshal Parks 
and Miller Walker. 

Four shots were fired—three from the 
double-barreled guns of the posse, and one 
from the pistol of Dickerson, but the arrest 
was without bloodshed, and the noted criminal 
was safely lodged in jail at Marietta at 6 
o’clock this morning. 

THE MAN LOCATED. 

Early yesterday morning the arresting 
parties, acting upon information as to the 
whereabouts of their man, left for Doraville. 
About 30’clock in the evening they located 
him at the house of one John Franklin. 
Franklin and his wife had gone to Atlanta, 
and left their children alone with Dickerson. 
From 3o’clock until dark the movements of 
Dickerson, as he walked around the house and 
about the yard, were watched by the officers 
from a hillside not more than 150 yards away. 
When dark came Dickerson and the children 
went into the house and closed the doors and 
windows. The officers immediately  sur- 
rounded it. 


THE ALARM GIVEN. 

They were soon discovered by one of the 
children, who told Dickerson that there were 
some men around the house with guns. Dick- 
erson, desperately swearing that he would die 
before he would be arrested, opened the back 
door, when Sheriff McLain immediately fired 
upon him, which caused him to close the door, 
but he at once reopened it and repeated, with 
an oath, that he would die before he would be 
arrested. Marshal Parks then leveled his gun 
at the daring man and ordered him to throw up 
his hands, but the order was not obeyed. 
Dickerson again closed the door and fired a 
ball from his pistol through a crack in the 
wallat McLain. He then attempted to es- 
cape through a window, but being fired upon 
by Parks, he sought his last means of escape 
through the front door. There he was met by 
a volley from the double-barreled gun of Mil- 
ler Walker. 

SURROUNDED BY THE CHILDREN, 

The desperate man then finding all chances 
of escape gone, retreated to the center of the 
room, and gathering the children around him, 
defied the officers to advance upon him, 
telling them that they would not dare to tire 
upon him for fear of hurting the children. 
After trying in vain to persuade-him to sub- 
mit, the posse threatened to burn the house, 
The children then began begging Dickerson to 
surrender, believing that the house would be 
fired and he would be forced from his retreat, 
Assuring the ofticers that he was not a coward, 
he stepped to the door and held up his hands 
to receive the cuffs, which were almost in- 
stantly placed upon them. 

WHY HE WAS WANTED. 

Dickerson is a noted bad man. He wascon- 
victed of counterfeiting in Alabama, but while 
awaiting sentence he overpowered his jailor 
and made his escape. Hethen came to his old 
home in Cobb county ; a reward was offered for 
his capture by the Alabama authorities, but no 
one seemed to want the reward.

General William T. Sherman. 

Full of honors and full of years, Gen- 
eral William Tecumseh Sherman has 
reached the river of death to join Grant 
and Sheridan, and other leaders and le- 
gions of his old comrades in arms. 

We do not believe that the civil war 
developed on the union side a more 
unique and picturesque figure than this 
great soldier. Grant was superior to 
him in many ways, but for bold, orig- 
inal and fierce warfare Sherman was 
without an equal. His raid throngh 
Mississippi, and his famous march to the 
sea, will forever rank with the most 
brilliant and effective military operations, 
and there can be no doubt that his 
terrible crusade with the sword and the 
torch through the very heart of the 
south precipitated the collapse of the 
confederacy. 

Sherman has been more bitterly hated 
than any other northern general. The 
ruined homes and the general devasta- 
tion he left behind him naturally made 
his victims unwilling to forgive or for- 
get. And yet it is a notable fact that 
the general since the war visited our 
city on two or three public occasions, 
and was received as an honored guest. 
Our people, leaving the enmities and 
prejudices of the past behind them, have 
endeavored to do justice to their old 
foeman, and they have tried to measure 
Sherman by his own peculiar standard 
of soldiership. 

In order to understand this stern war- 
rior one should read the letters and 
orders written and issued by him in the 
field. When General Hood protested 
against shelling Atlanta, a city full of 
women, children and other non-combat- 
ants, Sherman replied, justifying his 
action in these remarkable words: ‘‘War 
is the science of barbarism.’’ This single 
sentence is the keynote to his military 
methods. From his standpoint he was 
a machine to obey orders, and believing 
that the quickest way to end the war 
and smash the confederacy was to slay 
men in battle, and lay waste the country, 
he proceeded with fire and sword to 
carry out his idea of effective warfare. 
‘From Ternessee- to Tybee he left a trail 
of ashes behind him forty miles wide. 
He burned Atlanta aud Columbia, and 
pther towns, and stripped the people of 
nll they had. He predicted that such 
methods would end the war, and he was 
right, He left Georgia and the Caro- 
linas on the verge of starvation, utterly 
unable to raise an army or to feed it. 

This is neither the time nor the place 
to review in detail the dead soldier's 
career, nor to criticise his motives. He 
had his faults, very serious ones, but he 
also had many shining virtues. He 
always, in his heart, really liked south- 
erners, and had many personal friends 
esmong them. The rebuilding and sub- 
sequent prosperity of Atlanta gratified 
him very much, and he was a firm be- 
liever in the future greatness of this re- 
gion. 

When all is said that can be said, the 

fact looms up that this man was one of 
the greatest soldiers of the age. Per- 
haps he was so essentially a soldier that 
we run the risk of misjudging him. He 
knew and cared nothing about politics 
and diplomacy. His way of settling a 
difficulty was to cut the Gordian knot 
with his sword. He was a hard fighter, 
and never grew sentimental in the pres- 
ence of bloodshed and death. But when 
the business! of war was over—when he 
had accomplished his mission--he showed 
& softer side, and mcn and women, 
Bven among his former foes, found him 
® very iovable man. 
_ But it is too early to pass judgment— 
that must be left to impartial history. 
In the close of General Sherman’s life the 
republic has lost one of her most de- 
woted and distinguished sons, and a na- 
Yon will mourn his loss.

Mr. Cleveland and Free Coinage. 

The stroke of a pen sometimes settles 
great issues, and not infrequently it set- 
tles the men who are buzzing around the 
issues. The settling of an issue marks 
an epoch; the settling of men is an every- 
day occurrence that attracts small no- 
tice. Yet it sometimes happens that 
when a man settles himself, while buzzing 
around an issue, the fact is worthy of 
such passing remarks as naturally lead up 
to a moral. 

We are moved to these reflections by 
the letter which Mr. Cleveland addressed 
to the ‘chairman of the anti-silver meet- 
ing in New York Wednesday night. 
This letter is far more important than 
the meeting itself, which seems to have 
been neither representative nor enthusias- 
tic. It is described in the dispatches as 
a mass meeting, and yet out of a pop- 
ulation of 1,700,000 persons there were 
only about 600 to protest against the 
free coinage of silver. If a meeting of 
thirty or thirty-five persons should be 
held in Atlanta to make any sort of a 
protest, it would hardly be described as 
a mass meeting, and yet thirty men in 
Atlanta ‘are far more representative of 
public sentiment than an assemblage of 
600 persons in New York city. 

Small as the anti-silver meeting was, 
however, Mr. Cleveland’s letter will serve 
to make it memorable. No republican 
goldbug or Wall street democrat in the 
country takes more advanced ground 
against the democratic policy of free coin- 
age than Mr. Cleveland. He hits straight 
from the shoulder, making neither re- 
vision nor reservation. His own opinions 
are more important to him than the 
opinions of the democratic party and the 
people, and he has no hesitation in mak- 
ing this fact clear. He says: 


It surely cannot be necessary for me to make 
a formal expression of my agreement with 


those who believe that the greatest perils 
would be initiated by the adoption of the 
scheme embraced in the measure now pend- 
ing in congress, for an unlimited coinage of 
silver in our mints. 

If we have developed an unexpected capacity 
for the assimulation- of the largely increased 
volume of currency, andeven if we have dem- 
onstrated the usefulness of such an increase, 
these conditions fall far short of insuring us 
against disaster, if in the present situation we 
enter upon the dangerous and reckless experi- 
ment of free, unlimited and independent sil- 
ver coinage. 

This is certainly explicit enough to 
satisfy those who have been anxious to 
know how the democratic ex-president 
stands. In this matter his candor and 
his courage are conspicuous. In an is- 
sue on which the democratic party and 
the masses of the people are practically 
solid, Mr. Cleveland is not afraid to say 
that he is with the republicans and the 
goldbugs. If all our public men were as 
candid andas courageous, the business of 
politics would be greatly simplified. 

Thus, whatever doubt may have existed 
as to the propriety or possibility of nom- 
inating Mr. Cleveland as the democratic 
candidate in 1892, has been promptly and 
effectually dispelled by Mr. Cleveland 
himself. By a stroke of the pen he has 
disposed of all the chatter and babble 
about his candidacy, and has made his 
renomination by the democratic party im- 
possible. That he has taken this step 
deliberately, after giving the matter due 
consideration, we have no doubt. Nor do 
we have any doubt that he knew what 
the effect of the letter would be. 

The conclusion is inevitable that Mr. 
Cleveland is not and has not been a can- 
didate for renomination, and he has taken 
this method of so assuring the democratic 
party. It is not, as might be supposed 
by some who do not understand the sit- 
uation, a round about way of announc- 
ing that he is not a candidate for the 
democratic renomination in 1892. On the 
contrary, it is a peculiarly blunt and di- 
rect method, and the blindest hero-wor- 
shiper in the country cannot misunder- 
stand it. 

The west and the south are solid for 
the free coinage of silver, and the dem- 
ocratic party is practically solid for it. 


The demand for it on the part of the | 


people has become more overwhelming 
than the demand for tariff reform, ‘and 
this is because they regard financial relief 
as the most important and pressing of all 
issues. In the next campaign the dem- 
ocratic party, having the people with it, 
will be solid for the free coinage of silver, 
the reform of the tariff and home rule in 
the states, and Mr. Cleveland has apn- 
nounced in his letter that he cannot stand 
on a platform of this kind. 

So the wheel turns. If Mr. Watterson 
had waited a few days he would not be 
under the painful necessity of writing his 
remarkable letter to Governor Hill, or of giv- 
ing it to the public after it was written. An 
old man who had been through the hurly- 
burly had for his motto, ‘Patience, and 
shuffle the cards.’’

Nicholas was anxious 
enough to try the prescription, for he was in great 
pain, but in all his court he had no one whom he 
would trust to give him the treatment. So, eventu- 
ally, he sent a courier all the way to Berlin witha 
written request that Frederick William II should 
send him five non-commissioned officers of the 
guards to rub his back. The officers were sent, 
rubbed the czar’s back for a few weeks and were 
then dismissed to Berlin with presents of $1,500 
each. In speaking of the matter to the Prussian 
king, subsequently, the czar said: “I trust my 
Russians as long as I can look them in the eye, but 
to let them go to work at my own back—that is 
more than I care to risk.”’

The present condition 
is admirably suited to the purposes of the 
classes, their opposition to any changes is not 
hard to understand.

The Widows’ Pensions. 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: In your paper of yester- 
day appeared a communication dated at Reynolds, 
Ga., and signed by W. M. Brand, to which I de- 
sire very briefly toreply. While I know that my 
conduct as a public servant is at all times open to 
critici«m, yet Iclaim the right to answer when 
my words are misused and my acts unjustly char- 
acterized. 

Recently a great many inquiries have been 
made by mumbers of the poor widows of confed- 
erate soldiers in reference to the law grantin 
them pensions. Among the questions asked, 
this one has been prominent: “Are we obliged 
to hire a lawyer to get our pensions? 
We have been told 50, and that we 
would have to pay halfofthe pensionto get our 
papers fixed up.” To these inquiries we replied 
that it was not at all necessary toemploy a lawyer, 
or other agent, to present these claims; that the 
department officiais would gladly furnish every 
possible opportunity, and givefull instructions 


| to every claimant, and to every one entitled the 


full amount would be paid without any deduction 
whatever. Mr. Waters, of THE CONSTITUTION 
editorial staff, heard me speaking very plainly 
about a certain classof “shysters,” who would 
rob a poor, old widow of half of her long-delayed 
pension money, and he undertook toreport what 
I said on that occasion, but he did not quote me 
accurately in many particulars, and I have so told 


him. 

The idea I intended to convey was that if I knew 
of any case where a claim for a pension was being 
presented through one of these “‘curbstane shy- 
sters’’ who had exacted of the widow half of her 
pension or any other considerable portion thereof, 
that the papers would be held until she could be in- 
formed of her rights. 

If to undertake to protect these glorious women, 
whose husbands have been sacrificed upon the 
altar of patriotism, is Tom Reedism, then I stand 
ready, as far as my power and opportunity extend, 
to play that role. 

If this determination interferes with any little 
one-horse ‘“‘member of the bar,’”’ who has no prac- 
tice before the court, I shall be pleased to be con- 
sidered in his way. 

Iam a lawyer of twenty years practice; have 
two brothers who are lawyers. My honored father 
wasa prominent lawyer, and many of my best 
friends and kinsmen are lawyers, and I honor and 
venerate the noble profession of law. But like all 
other professions, there are those who claim to be 
lawyers who only serve to bring reproach upon 
the calling. 

The executive office is not a court, and the gov- 
ernor as his legal adviserand when he requires 
the services of a lawyer to enable him to carry out 
the law they can be secured without cost to poor 
widows or disabled confederate soldiers.

THE CHESS MATCH. 


Two Exciting Games Played Yesterday— 
Mr. Orchard Still Leads. 

The championship chess match between Pro- 
fessor Wurm and Mr. I. E. Orchard is rapidly 
drawing toaclose. It has reached a most inter- 
esting stage, and from now to the end it will be 
watched with intense concern by the adherents of 
both contestants. 

Two exceedingly lively and stubbornly fought 
parties were played yesterday, each player win- 
ning one, 

At the morning sitting it was Mr. Orchard’s 
turn to open the game and he played the cus- 
tomary move—pawn to king’s fourth. Again 
Professor Wurm replied with pawn to 
queen’s bishop's third, a move which has 
never been analyzed by any of the chess 
authorities. On principle i@ must be faulty, for it 
blocks black’s pieces, whilst white is enabled 
to develop his rapidly. Its weakness 1s, however, 
much more apparent than real, and in actual play 
it is not easy to find line of attack which 
proves to be bad. Indeed, in nearly all the games 
wherein Professor Wurm has adopted this defense 
he has got a satisfactory position in the middle 
game. 

Mr. Orchard followed a tp made by 
Max Judd, the famous player of St. Louis, and 
after a dozen moves had been played, his position 
seemed preferable to that of his opponent. Some 
clever fighting followed, and at a critical jancture 
Professor Wurm feli into a neat little trap, cun- 
ningly laid for him by his wary antagonist, and 
after the exchange of rooks, it was seen that Mr. 
Orchard hada forced-won game. After a few 
moves, Professor Wurm surrendered. 

In the afternoon it was Professor Wurm’s at- 
tack, and he, for the fourth time in this match, 
adopted the weli-tried and formidable “Ruy 
Leopez.’’ Mr. Orchard’s defense was based on an 
idea elaborated by Steinitz,and upto a certain 
ro the game was identical with one playéd 
etween Steinitz and Tschigorin in Havana year 
before last. 

The crowd of spectators realized how important 
a bearing this game would have on the final out- 
come, and every move was watched with keen in- 
terest. The position was unusual. Mr. Orchard 
had two pawns in the center, well supported, and 
his other pawns and se were advantageously 
posted. roiessor furm was directing his 
movements ainst the queen’s wing, and 
some lively fighting ensued. To the surprise of 
most of the onlookers, Mr. Orchard exchanged 
queens and permitted his adversary to advance a 
knight into his territory. This combination, of 
which the exchange of queens formed the initial 
link, was deep and subtie. Soon it became appar- 
ent that Professor Wurm was involved in troubles, 
from which he would have all he could do 
to extricate himself. At a_ critical point 
Mr. Orchard failed to make the winning move 
and his opponent rallied somewhat. Still Mr. 
Orchard’s game was far better than his oppon- 
ent’s,and had he played with proper care, he 
would have wonin ten or twelve moves. _In- 
steadof making the correct play, Mr. Orchard 
committed a blunder, which lost hima piece and 
the game. 

This makes the score: Orchard, five games; 
Wurm, four games, and two draws. 

The twelfth game will be played this morning 
at 11 o’clock.

NEW YORK, February 12.—(Special.}—The check to 
the decline in Liverpool brought about a little more 
demand froin spinners, though their purchases have 
not extended to this side, the southern markets show- 
ing an absence of buyers by the small reported sales. 
There is no change to be noted in the tenor of reports 
from Manchester regarding the poor demand. Our 
market opened steadier at an advance of 4@5 points in 
sympathy with the small advance in Liverpool to close 
weak below last evening's quotations. This depression 
in the market was due to the selling of longs on the 
movement of cotton in the interior towns, the receipts 
today 31,000 bales, against 1,700 bales last season, and 
the belief that the interior movement will reach 40,000 
bales, while the shipments from plantations are now 
expected to exceed 112,000 bales. Present indications 
are that on March 1 an amount of cotton equal to last 
season’s crop will have been marketed.

NEW YORK, February 12—Liverpool showed con- 
tinued stability, and was from 1@2d better.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 


Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, February 12—The wheat market kept to 
& narrow range throughout day, closing steady. 

Trading in corn was light and fluctuations in prices 
of a corresponding character, being confined within 
l4c bounds, 

The oats market was a very tame affair, and even 
duller than on the previous day. 
There was a flurry in rye with the shorts covering. 
It advanced 3c per bushel, May delivery closing today 
at 80c, compared with 77c yesterday. 
Receipts of hogs were again liberal. May pork 
opened at $9.60 and May ribs at $1.80, as compared with 
$9.70 and $4.85 at the close yesterday. 
Lard was less weak just at the opening, but it 
quickly sympathized. 
The leading futures ranged as follows in Chicago 
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Private Wire Telegram to Youngblood & 
Haas. 

CHICAGO, February 12.—The bearish feeling among 
local speculators experienced yesterday seemed to pre- 
vailtoday. The Cincinnati Price Current was out with 
a favorabie report of the condition and acreage of win- 
ter wheat, and one of the morning papers figured that 
we had 78,000,000 bushels in sight against 74,000,000 
bushels a year ago. Receipts at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth were double than a year ago. All thiswith lack of 
interest among the believers, one would naturally 
think would cause a declining market. We note, how- 
ever, that the speculative grade closes a shade higher 
than yesterday. If The Price Current’s estimate is 
correct, that there is only 20 per cent remaining in the 
farmer’s hands against about 32 per cent last year, it is 
difficult to see how we can reasonably expect any lower 
prices. Taking the government’s figures as a basis, it 
would leave 80,000,000 bushels in the farmers’ hands 
against 150,000,000 bushels a year ago, and the fact that 
those who believe in lower prices are go confident, and 
even the believers in higher prices are not disposed to 
invest that the market does not decline, would indicate 
that there was something more than speculative senti- 
ment sustaing prices. We see no change in the cash 
situation. Millers and others are bidding unusually 
near the price of speculative grades for May deliveries 
for sample lots of red wheat and other millling quali- 
ties. 

Receipts of corn were somewhat larger than the es- 
timates, which caused a slight decline during the fore 
part of the session. The market soon became lifeless 
closing at about yesterday’s closing figures. y 

Nothing especially new in regard to oats. Sample 
lots were a shade easier. 

The publication of The Cincinnati Price Current that 
the packing of hogs on the west was estimated at 1,054, - 
000 over last year caused a decidedly weak feeling 
among allthe dealers inthe hog product, especially 
among some of the speculative holders who were in- 
clined to stop further losses by selling out their hold- 
ings. On the other hand, [packers who have large 
lines of futures, sold against their holdings, were in- 
cijned to buy some of them, taking hold very libarally 
covering their short sales for May at handsome 
profits. Under this buying, the market recovered all 
os the decline of the early part of the session, closing 
at about yesterday’s figures. It seems about as diffi. 
cult as ever to determine when the ambitious hog will 
cease to come to marketin such large quantities, but 
we think the prices are so very low for lard and ribs 
that the short seller at the present time might experi- 
ence some of the grief so heroically borne by the bulls 
during the pasi few months.

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THE ATLANTA AND FLORIDA RAIL- 


ROAD DISCUSSED 
By President Maddox—A Proposed Exten- 
sion From Fort Valley to Waycross 
or the Coast. 

Atlanta people naturally take a great prid 
in the Atlante and Florida, and since the res 
ignation of President Maddox they have looked 
forward with daily-increasing interest for news 
relating toit. They are also anxious to know 
who will take up the work of directing the 
affairs of the road where President Maddox 
leaves it. 

With the object of ascertaining the condi- 
tion and prospects of the road, and who would 
likely succeed him as president, a ConsTITU- 
TION reporter yesterday called upon Colonel 
Maddox. : 

“Well, really,” he replied, when questioned, 
“there has been too much said on the subject 
already. In fact, the road would be better 
off had nothing at all been said 
in the newspapers about late events. 
It is true that I have tendered my resigna- 
tion, but it has not as yet been accepted, as the 
directors have not been able to find a satisfac- 
tory man totake my place. I am still in 
charge of the road and will so remain until my 
successor is appointed.” 

“Jt was published that Mr. Joseph M. 
Brown would take the place?” 

‘‘Mr. Brown was spoken to on the subject, 
but nothing has come of it.’’ 

‘It was also mentioned in the Chattanooga 
papers that Colonel Thomas, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, had 
an option on the Atlanta and Florida road?” 

‘Colonel Tiomas had no option on the road. 
I had only had a conversation with him on the 


subject. There is nothing pending now with 


any one, especially looking toa change of the 
affairs of the road. It is my desire 
to retire as soon as my _ successor is 
appointed, for the reason that I want to give 
my entire attention to my private business.” 

“What is the condition of the road?” 

“lt is in better condition, by far, than it has 
ever been before. The business is just over- 
whelming. Cotton, fertilizers, lumber and 
other freights are offered to us, more than we 
can take.”’ 

“Is the business increasing ?”’ 

“It is increasing at the rate of 20 per cent per 
year. Three months ago we had never shipped 
acar south of Fort Valley, but we are now 
shipping to a great many places in southwest 
Georgia, and bringing back great quantities of 
lumber, and phosphate rock will soon be a 
large business from that sectionas well as 
from Florida, The road does an especially 
large and lucrative cotton-carrying 
business. It has handled already 
this season more than 50,000 bales, 
or more than has been carried during 
the same period by any other road that enters 
Atlanta, The road is now about four years 
old, runs through what I consider «the best 
agricultural region in Georgia, and is, conse- 
quently, in a most prosperous’ condition. 
Towns are springing up all along the line, and 
the appearance of thrift is apparent from one 
end to the other of the route. The road has 
always been run in the interest of Atlanta, and 
always will be.”’ 

‘What of your connections with the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida?”’ 

‘They are giving us every day now from 
ten to twenty-five carloads of iumber and 
other freight, aud the business is increasing 
all the time.’’ 

“What isthe financial condition of your 
road ?’’ 

‘The financial condition of the road is good, 
very good. Our bonded debt is only $8,000 per 
mile, and the interest on the same is $50,000 

er year. _The interest that falls due on the 

ondsin May and November of the present 
year is already provided for and now in the 
hands of our financial ‘agent in New York, 
Mr. A. Dutéenhofer.’’ 

**What do you think should be the future 
policy of the road ?” 

“I have been connected with the road now 
for nineteen months, have given the subject a 
great deal of thought, andam clearly of the 
opinion that the road should be extended. To 
what point, you ask? It does not make much 
difference, as a mistake cannot be made in ex- 
tending it southeast from Fort Valley 
to some ‘objective point on the coast, 
perhaps to Brunswick. The policy for this 
extension would be to obtain a new chartér, 
forin anew company and extend the road 
southeast from Fort Valley to the coast. The 
pine forests that it would go through can be 
utilized in such a manner as to build the road 

very small outlay of money, ifa 
company is organized and_ will 
hold of it in earnest, 
just as the Georgia Southern and Florida was 
built, I have been through a great many of 
these pine forests, and there are thousands of 
acres where there has never been a lick struck 
withan ax. These people will give a right 
of way,and donate lands to a company to 
build orextend this road, and Brunswick is 
offering us great inducements in the way of 
terminal facilities. There is not only a 
fine opportunity to build the road, 
but there is a fine . opportunity 
to speculate in Jands to those who want to 
take stock in this company. The day is not 
far distant when pine will be scarce in this 
country. The company should be formed 
righthere in Atlanta; this road was built by 
Atlanta money, it isowned by Atlanta men 
and should be extended by Atlanta people 
and held forever in her interest. I am satis- 
fied, if the people of Atlanta would look at it 
as I do, that they would take hold of: it and 
extend itatonce. Will they do it? is the 
question. It would take but a&asmall amount 
of money, as bonds could be very easily 
placed on the extension, and the interest only 
would have to be provided for. The road can 
be built through the country and equipped at 
@ cost not exceeding $6,500 per mile.” 

“Ifthere wasa prospect of organizing a 
company, would you desire totake hold of it?” 

‘In reply to that, | would say that I do not; 
it is not my intention to go into the railroad 
business at my age of life, but there are plenty 
of men who can do so, and will, if the people 
of Atlanta will back them up. However, I will 
take stock in the company if it is proyerly 
organized. This is the finest opening that I 
know of in any section of Georgia for a grand 
money-making enterprise, as well as an enter- 
prise that would be of lasting benefit to this 
growing city.”

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SEVEN CONVICTS OVERPOWER A 
GUARD AND ESCAPE 


From the Camp at LaFayette—What the 
Last Session of the Legislature cost— 
Other Matters. 


Information was received at the penitentiary 
department yesterday of the escape of seven 
convicts from the camp at LaFayette, in 
Walker county. 

This was done about 2 o’clock Wednesday 
morning. The prisoners, with assistance from 
an outside negro, overpowered the guard and 
escaped without injury to themselves. 

The escapes are: 

S. E. Lucas, white, Decatur county, eighteen 
years for burglary. 

Mingo Melrose, black, Chatham county, life, 
for murder. 

Charlie Martin, black, Meriwether county, 
ten years, for burglary. 

George Frink, black, Dodge county, life, for 
murder. 

George Wright, colored, Talbot county, ten 
years, for burglary. 

William Wilson, colored, Echols county, 
life, for murder. 

Bob Wiggins, black, Sumter county, life, 


for murder. 

The guard was first assaulted and knocked 
down by a free negro whose duty it was to carry 
steel from the works to the shop for repairs. 

This negro has been arrested, and an armed 
posse is pursuing the escapes. 

What the Legislature Costs. 


Treasurer Bob Hardeman yesterday com- 
pleted his pay-roll for the last session of the 
legislature. 

The figures show what the legislature costs 
the state. 

This is for the senate: 

Per diem, $13,613: mileage, $1,372.80; ex- 
penses of committees, $290.74. Total, $15,- 
276.54. 

This for the house: 

Per diem, $40,210.50; mileage, $5,184.10; ex- 
penses of committees, $704.23. Total, $46,- 
098.83. 

So that a session of forty-eight days costs the 
state $61,375.37. 

The corresponding session of the last legis- 
lature cost $57,374.12. 

Fradulent iPension Claims. 

There were several pensions paid Jast year 
that won’t be paid this year. Because the 
claims are fraudulent. 

A casein point came up yesterday at the 
capitol. 

A man who lives now in Jackson county, 
has been drawing a pension since ‘79 for the 
loss ofanarm. He enlisted in Company B. 
First Georgia Regiment. His affidavit states 
that thisarm was lost at the second battle of 
Manassas. 

By the merest accident in the world this 
claim was brought to the attention of Captain 
F. M. Myers, of Atlanta, and others. 

They remembered the man and the particu- 
lars of the loss of his arm. 

He deliberately shot off his hand in order to 
get out of the service. That was in 
August, 1861. 

Three affidavits to that effect—from two 
officers and one private in that command—are 
now filed away in the executive department, 
awaiting the pensioner’s application for a pen- 
sion this year. 

Still another case is that of a man who lost 

a leg in a_ railroad accident at 
Jonesboro, and has been drawing 
& pension on the strength of the aflidavit, 
vouched for in due form, that he lost his leg 
in battle. 
_ Another is a man with an injured eye. The 
injury, which he claims was received in ser- 
vice, was really received ina blacksmith’s 
shop before the war and the man never was in 
the army. 

Still another case is that of a man living in 
DeKalb county. He got two doctors to ex- 
amine him and make affidavit as to his con- 
dition. This affidavit was not strong enough 
to secure the pension, so an Atlanta doctor in- 
serted words and signed the amended 
affidavit himself. This gave it the 
proper appearance, making. a_ strong 
claim, signed by three physicians. 

The two DeKalb county physicians learned 
that the man was drawing a pension, and upon 
examination of the aftidavit they were sup- 
sone to have signed, discovered that it had 

en materially changed, and so notified the 
department. 

Of course that man won’t draw any pension 
this year. 

The list is being thoroughly sifted,in fact; 
and it will be a very hard matter hereafter for 
a fraudulent claim to get through.

“IT am constrained to add,” he says, “that I have 
received several letters from Mr. E. T. Whatley 
during the Jast few days, and that I have been 
painfully impressed with the want of manly 
straightforwardness in his explanations in con- 
nection with his obtaining the letter from me and 
his presenting it to the board.”
